MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT'S INTENTION TO CALL FOR BIDS FOR 
THE SUPPLY AND INSTALLATION OF RADATS AT THE HEBRIDES 
(SOUTH CLETTRAVAL) AND AT RAF BUCHAN. THIS OROCUREMENT 
WILL BE CARRIED OUT BY THE UNITED KINGDOM MINISTRY OF 
DEFENCE (PROCUREMENT EXECUTIVE) AS HOST NATION ACTING 
ON NATO'S BEHALF IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROCEDURES FOR 
INTERNATIONAL COMOETITIVE BIDDING (ICB) FOR COMMONLY -

IT IS SITUATED ON A PEAL OF 133 METRES HEIOHT LYINQ AO- 
PROXIMATELY 16 KM (10 MILES) AND 15 DEGREES WEST OF 
NORTH FROM BENBECULA AIRFIELD AND CAN BE REACHED FROM 
THERE BY THE A865 PUBLIC ROAD. 

(2) BENBECULA AIRFIELD IS AN EXISTING SITE SITUATED
